Probably coming as a su ipn.NC to .some 
people was the introdu ction of an ordinance 
for the designation of 40th as an arterial 
from 0 to Pioneers. This little piece of news 
can be expected to produ ce qu ite a storm 
l)efore it is finally disposed of by the City 
Cou ncil. There are actu ally two possible 
reasons for the introdu ction of this ordin­ 
ance, only one of which wou ld probably be 
adm itted at this time. 
This wo uld be the reaso n that the street, 
in practice, is an arterial so far as traffic 
mo v ement is co ncerned. This means that 


many mo to rists trav el the street at the ar­ 
terial limit o f .T5 miles per ho ur rather than 
the legally established residential rate o f 
2 5 miles per ho ur. Sev eral things co ntribute 
to this situatio n. Fo r o ne, the street Is o ne 
o f the few no rth-so uth streets In that area 
which go uninterrupted fo r any distance. 
★ 
For another, the street is protected by 
stop signs from those .streets leading into it 
except where other m ajor arterials ^u ch as 
Handolph, A, Sou th, etc are given the right 
of way. There is probably not an area in 
Lincoln vvhero more spooding tick ets arc 
issu ed than along So 40th. When the city’s 
rad ar u nit is at work there, the officers 
have their hands fu ll 
The co ntro v ersy In this respect will co me 
fro m the fact that 4 0th is also a residential 
street and peo ple liv ing alo ng it want to 
keep it that way . They want the mo to rists 
made to co nfo rm to the ex isting situatio n, 
no t the street to co nfo rm to the mo to rists. 
Also , there will be so me o bjectio n heraiise 
Itrv aii Scho o l, first thro ugh third grades, 
fro nts o n 4 #th at Franklin — Just a blo ck 
o r two no rth o f So uth. 
There will be plenty of people who will 
disagree with a .i5-mile-per-hou r limit right 
past the front of the 
school. An u nexpected 
objection might 
a l s o 
come Irom a .sdnation 
related to the recent 
change in the city ( barter. The charter con­ 
tained a provision which perm its the City 
Cou ncil to order a treet paved when it has 
been designated by ordinance as an a rte ­ 
rial 
This i.s the designation proposed lor 
4(Hh and the street i.s not now paved from 
Sou th north to Su mner 
In the past, this 
section cou ld not he paved, even thou gh 
there were those who wanted it .so im­ 
proved, becau se a 51 per cent m ajority of 
adjoining property owners wou ld not ap­ 
prove. 
Bu t with the arterial designation, the sec­ 
tion cou ld be paved regardless of approval 
or disapproval of adjoining property owners. 
This may be a rather limited squ abble in 
area bu t it has promise of being 
a heated 
one. It, incidentally, is the perfect example 
of why that particu lar change in the charter 
was objected to by this newspaper. In prin­ 
ciple. the issu e involved is a significant 
one, as the fu tu re is lik ely to show.

ly, sneaked it in the back way, drew the 
shades, lock ed the door and ate it lik e they 
were taking dope. 
Fifty cents wou ld bu y an express wagon 
full o f that bright red meat. We presu m e it 
was beef, bu t we are not certain. That was 
in the days before the pu re food and dru g 
act and the pack ers who w’ent ou t in search 
o f a k ill didn’t have seeing eye dogs. Bu t 
beef, hedgehog 
o f beaver, it m ade no dif­ 
ference, it was 
mighty 
good. 
It 
m ade 
Am erica great and individu al riches u n­ 
necessary. It m ^ e a happy land. 
This week a Lincoln old tim er decided 
to revert to the joys of you th and sent the 
hom em ak er to the m ark et for a head of 
cabbage and a slab of corned beef. He got 


it all right. He got a slice the size of his 
hand and it cost him $2.50. It wou ld have 
been cheaper to bu y a top cu t of sirloin. 
This points to a modern day phenomenon 
which m ay destroy America. The com m it­ 
tee which goes abou t pricing things has 
u tterly closed ou t the average man. There 
is nothing good and cheap to which an 
honest m an can repair. There is no joy 
left for the rich, encroaching on the good 
eating of the poor. And those of modest 
circu m stances or with a compu lsion to 
thrift are trapped lik e rats The price set­ 
ters have lock ed every escape hatch. 
The ru g weavers of the E ast learned 
long ago that it was pru dent ^to leave an 
opening in the pattern so that evil spirits 
cou ld escápe and hu man contentment pre­ 
vail. Bu t an American economic system 
that sternly pu ts the last stitch in place is 
simply ask ing for a social explosion. 
This is worse than an u nbalanced bu dget 
and more revolu tionary than Khru shchev, 
and the Congress had better get on the job 
and pass a saving law. 


There was a time, and not too long ago 
when the world was u ncomplicated and 
people cou ld m ak e flat statem ents withou t 
having to prove them. That was a time 
when a m an’s total proof of wisdom cou ld 
be given by repeating a few cliches su ch as; 
“ Only two things are certain, death and 
taxes; next to air, water is the cheapest 
u nexpendable resou rce.” 
A few su ch people still remain, bu t with 
a rapidly thinning au dience. They are the 
ones who see no relation between w ater 
conservation and continu ing prosperity, and 
who look u pon reclamation as strictly pork 
barrel. 
To them the September issu e of the Tenth 
Federal Reserve District’s Alonthly Review 
addresses a solemn warning. 
It said; “ By 19 75 specific localities in this 
district might well experience stringency in 
the su pply of this (water) resou rce.

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of either side to govern the settlement.” 
Maybe the people of the United States do not 
look to economic strength to govern a settle­ 
ment bu t u nfortu nately or not, the people of 
the United States are not the principals in­ 
volved. The principals involved think this 
strik e is a test of power, both economically 
and socially. 
This fact might as well be faced as it will 
be the only explanation of the strik e as it 
grows in length and influ ence. The steel in­ 
du stry prepared for this strik e well in ad­ 
vance and as mu ch as told labor that m an­ 
agement was going to win in 19 59 . Bu t labor 
pick ed u p the challenge, as many events 
have almost forced it to do, and the battle 
was joined. Other indu stries, most notably 
the railroads, are anxiou sly awaiting the 
ou tcome of this battle.

If managem ent 
is beaten—if it is forced to mak e su bstantial 
concessions to the steel work ers—m anage­ 
ment in other areas of indu stry can look for­ 
ward to hard-and-fast demands from the 
u nions. It has always been this way to a 
degree bu t labor trou bles as epitomized in 
Jam es Hoffa of the T eam sters and the strin­ 
gent fiscal policie.s of the Eisenhower admin- 
istrat'on have bolh served to draw' the battle 
line mu ch more clearly and tightly.
